Reagan signs historical tax relief bill today 


LOS ANGELES (UPI> -Gov. Ronald Reagan today 
signs a landmark $1.1 billion measure providing property 
tax relief and more money for schools while increasing 
the sales tax from 5 to 6 cents on the dollar 
The formal bill signing caps major political victories 
for the bill’s co-sponsors — Reagan, whose previous 
property tax relief proposals have died in the Senate, and 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Van Nuys, who 
intends to run for governor in 1974. 
Both were to be on hand for the ceremony at the 
Century Plaza Hotel along with the bill's official author, 
Sen. Ralph C. Dills, D-Gardena. 


The 111-page measure will affect every man, woman 
and child in California. It won final legislative approval 
on the final day of the 1972 session after year-long 
pressure from the unusual Reagan-Moretti alliance and 
bitter debates among state legislators. 
Enactment of the bill also will fulfill an eight-year 
E 
romise of property tax relief made to homeowners by 
oth Republicans and Democrats. 
Virtually every homeowning family in California will 
be naving less state and local taves when the bill is fully 
implemented in 1974. However, families which rent will 
pay more if their annual incomes exceed about $12,000. 


The bill will pour $332 million into elementary and 
secondary schools during the 1973-74 academic year. 
State schools chief Wilson Riles says the new money is 
“ the most significant increase in any state's educational 
spending in the history of this country.” 
The package includes $82 million for city schools with 
high enrollments and minority students and $25 million 
for a new program to infuse innovative teaching 
techniques into kindergarten through third grade 
classes. 
Citizens will feel the initial impact of the far-reaching 
bill next June 1 when the sales tax climbs from 5 to 6 
cents on the dollar (61-2 cents in Bay Area Rapid Transit 


District counties). 
It will be the second sales tax increase during the 
Reagan administration. 
Beginning in December, 1973, homeowners will see a 
reduction in their property taxes. This will be 
accomplished by raising the tax exemption on a home’s 
assessed value from $750 to $1,750. 
The average homeowner earning $15,000 with two 
children will have his monthly mortgage payment cut by 
$11.50, or $139 per year. The same homeowner will pay 
$80 less taxes overall. His sales tax will climb $56 and his 
income tax will inch up $3 because he will have less 
property tax to deduct.

(U PI) - 
Harry S. Truman, his heart weak 
his kidneys malfunctioning, slept 
peacefully through the night and 
awoke today to tell doctors that he 
felt “ all right. 
Doctors 
treating

president said he was still “ very 
serious.” 
“ Former President Truman is 
slightly more alert today after a 
restful night,” Research Hospital 
spokesman 
John 
Dreves 
said. 
‘^Vhen asked how he felt, Mr. 
Truman replied, all right .” 
Dreves 
said 
the 
88-year-old 
Truman was still having problems 
with his kidneys, which have failed 
to respond to medication for six 
straight days. 
“ Kidney output still is inadequate 
but there is no increase in fluid 
buildup,” Dreves said. “ He is not 
receiving 
any 
medication 
or 
nutrition intravenously. It is being 
administered via the nasal gastric 
tube which he continues to tolerate 
well.” 
Dreves said his heart condition, 
which doctors said Sunday was so 
weak that it could not support a 
kidney machine to cleanse his blood, 
was still unchanged. 
At 9:15 a.m. EST, the former 
president’s blood pressure was 130 
.over 56, pulse was 74, respiration 
was 24 and his temperature was 
98.4. He remained in very serious 
condition,” doctors said

Air strikes above the 20th Parallel 
were halted by President Nixon last 
Oct. 23 as a gesture of goodwill 
toward North Vietnam when it ap­ 
peared that a cease-fire appeared 
imminent. 
Hanoi Radio reported today that 
U.S. planes had resumed sowing 
mines in Haiphony Harbor this 
weekend and said the American 
planes fired rockets m the Haiphong 
area. 
Hanoi Radio reported there were 
devastating 
air attacks against 
Hanoi 
tonight, 
and 
the 
U.S. 
Command after first saying “ no 
comment” confirmed the reports. 
“ We are conducting air strikes 
throughout North Vietnam against 
military targets from which North 
Vietnam is supporting continued 
infiltration into an attack against 
South Vietnam,” a U.S. Command 
spokesman said.

Pope regrets there will 
be no peace Christmas 


VATICAN CITY (UPIi — Pope Paul VI said Sunday he 
regrets the world will not receive the gift of a Vietnam 
peace for Christmas. 
We had been awaiting peace in the Far East as a human 
gift worthy of the feast oT Christmas,” the Pope said. 
instead, 
he said, “ it has been announced to the world 
that peace still is not ripe. It is sad. Bitterness invades our 
heart as a result of this delay. But we... must not lose the 
strength of spirit to go on hoping, to hope always.” 
The Pope's address Sunday to a crowd of pilgrims and 
tourists in St. Peter's Square was his third reference to 
Vietnam in recent weeks. When U.S. peace envoy Henry A. 
Kissinger said last month in Washington that “peace is at 
hand, 
the Pope urged both sides to hurry in reaching an 
agreement. 
But 
now, 
Vat i c an 
so u r c e s 
sai d, 
he 
has 
concluded—without going into the rights or wrongs of either 
side—that a just solution still is out of reach. 
“Once again justice appears as the condition, the 
foundation and the guarantee of peace,” he said “Without 
justice, no peace.” 
The Pope asked where justice could be found and 
answered: 
“The currents of modern thinking oblige us to seek it in 
the fundamental rights of man .. 
“Charity is the root and the fruit of justice as justice is of 
peace,” he said. 
True peace can only be built on love and justice, he said, 
not on “ferocious hatred, violent struggle, selfish power- 
seeking, the immovable prevalence of force, the ideology of 
prestige, and the politics of nationalism and racism .”

which hasn't allowed a touchdown in 
the last three games, completely 
bottled up John Hadl and the San 
Diego offense and left the Chargers 
in last place in the AFC West as the 
season ended.

Rooney said. “ But I did 
get kind of worried as it got late in 
my life.”

Great Britain converted to 
the decimal system in 1971. 
consequently, each piece in 
the millennium proof set is 
dated 1970. 
Strangely enough, the Roy­ 
al 
Mint 
has 
never 
made 
proof-quality coins or sets 
available 
for 
public 
con­ 
sumption. When the old sys­ 
tem was being phased out 
to make room for the new 
coinage, it was decided to 
strike a reasonable number 
of proof sets for distribution 
to political notables. 
Following U.S. practice of 
filling proof orders directly 
through mint facilities, The 
Royal 
Mint 
established 
a 
North American Bureau in 
Washington. 
The eight-piece set con­ 
sists of the famous penny 
(or copper as it is more 
commonly referred to) first 
struck in the eighth century. 
The half-penny, pronounced

Whether or not this p ar­ 
ticular gesture commits the 
Royal Mint to a continuing 
program of proof sets re­ 
mains to be seen. In the 
past British authorities have 
successfully a v o i d e d any 
special issues that may tend 
to interfere with normal pro­ 
duction. 
Proof coinage today is one 
of the rare commodities in

It is a fact that the State has a 
master plan for the construction of health 
facilities and, in no way, did they want to 
deviate from this plan. It is the ultimate

bureaucrats 
in 
Sacramento can do to a community’s own, 
personal planning. Who knows better than 
a community what facilities they need? 
The community itself and not bureaucrats 
in Sacramento or elsewhere. 


Kenneth Wicks, hospital administrator, 
said he was “appalled” at the “apparent

statistics nor his plea. It was apparent 
their minds were made up before Mr.

A visit to Mr. Wick s office to 
glance over the waiting list of more than 35 
persons will convince any person of this 
fact. 
Acute 
care 
expansion

also 
necessary in light of future growth and the 
apparent fact that our hospital will no 
doubt soon be taking care of military 
dependents. 
One avenue of appeal is open to the 
bureaucratic com mittee’s decision. This is 
an appeal before the State Health Planning

If you support our fine hospital’s efforts, 
you will help them by writing the Council 
and urging them to allow our hospital 
district to proceed with this badly needed 
project.

The end result is very likely 
to be a greater concentration of 
decision-making authority in the 
palace guard in the White House. 
First rate men have been assigned

Richardson is a prime example. He 
goes from the vast domain of 
Health, Education and Welfare to 
the infinitely greater complexities 
of the Defense Department. 
The military team in the Pentagon 
with whom President Nixon has long 
had a close relationship remains 
intact with one important addition.
